was a symbol of resistance to 
school desegregation, talks like 
a man who will seek a sixth 
term. He says he will announce 
his plans next month. 


His decision apparently will 


hinge on a private poll, a device 
he uses frequently to sound pub- 
lic opinion. 


Hj; Sensing possible public dis- 


taste for desegregation, Faubus 
used National Guard troops to 
block

High School in Little Rock in 
1957. 
Arkansas responded by 


breaking its third-term tradition 
and gave him 70 per cent of the 
vote in the 1958 Democratic pri- 
mary. In Arkansas, the primary 
usually decides the governor's 
race.

Now he has held the office 


nine years and the hard core of 
his opposition is weary from 
fruitless battles to oust him in 
1960 and 1962. His foes are won- 
dering not so much about wheth- 
er he will run as where a worthy 
opponent can be found. 


So far only State Rep. Hardy 


Croxton of Rogers, a proponent 
of government reform, has dem- 


^ onstrated a desire to oppose 


Faubus. 


But the names of former Gov. 


Sid McMath and former U.S. 
Rep. Dale Alford, two of his five 
opponents in 1962, are mentioned 
often enough to make Faubus 
take critical slabs at them.

Elm, Hazel 
Signals Are 
Restored 


The City of Hope is reinstall- 


ing traffic signals 
on Third 


Street at the corners of Elm and 
Hazel, 
which were 
removed 


about two years ago at the in- 
sistence of the State Highway 
Department. Removal 
of the 


signals caused a lot of local 
controversy and an argument 
that has continued between city 
officials and the State Highway 
Department 
since then. Last 


fall, the Highway Department 
made a recheck of the traffic 
conditions and approved 
the 


reinstallation of these signals. 


They requested, however, that 


the city install signals that con- 
form to the newest standards of 
the National Uniform Traffic 
Code, which was adopted = sev- 
eral years ago by the State Ar- 
kansas and is now in effect in 
most states of the union. 


The new signals will have two 


red faces instead of one. This 
is a safety feature required on 
all new traffic installations. On 
the old signals if a red light was 
out, the motorist looking at the 
signal would, in all probability, 
assume that it was not working 
while the cross traffic woud be 
looking at a green light giving 
him the right-of-way. Safety en- 
gineers say this has contributed 
to many serious intersection ac- 
cidents. The new lights will 
have the double red faces, and 
the motorist will always see a 
red light unless both globes hap- 
pen to burn out at the same 
time.

thoughts. A month later he an- 
nounced for a fifth term and he 
polled 51 per cent of the first 
primary votes to escape a run- 
off election for the fourth time. 


Now Faubus does not talk of 


retirement. The state govern- 
ment has run smoothly for the 
last year. He has settled his dis- 
pute with the education. An ex- 
panding economy is bringing in 
revenue faster than it is being 
spent. 


Faubus has talked, for the 


first lime since 1958, of what lie 
will do if he is re-elected. His 
main platform, he said, will be 
a rural road construction pro- 
gram. 


His last promise was nega- 


tive—that he would fight school 
integration. He kept his word by 
closing Little Rock schools dur- 
ing the 1958-59 term and by pro- 
posing the school closing amend- 
ment through the legislature. 


By I960 he had all but dropped 


integration as a campaign topic 
and he ignored it in 1962. Both 
years he campaigned mainly on 
government efficiency and econ- 
omic advancement of the state. 


Both issues and candidates 


may develop on the road to the 
August 
Democratic 
primary. 


And even if Faubus gets past 
the primary he could face his 
first real general election test if 
Republicans can persuade Win- 
throp Rockefeller to run. 


Rockefeller has been a po- 


tential 
GOP candidate 
since 


1960, 
but observers believe he 


will wait to challenge someone 
less experienced than Faubus. 


How does a controversial gov- 


ernor return to office election 
after election? 


Working for Faubus are: 1. 


His personal charm; 
2. His 


claim of an administrative rec- 
ord without scandal; 3. Con- 
tinued economic expansion al- 
lowing broader state 
services 


without a tax increase; and, 4. 
An excellent political organiza- 
tion. 


But Faubus' main strength 


may lie in his ability to turn the 
past election's enemy into next 
election's friend.

with McMath. He said McMath 
tried to dictate to him. 


He campaigned as r a c i a l 


moderate in 1956 and beat an 
ardent segregationist.

The !hold reserve caused so 


much disruption and disloca- 
tion, Cooley said, that Congress 
killed it by refusing to. appro- 
priate funds'. 


Cooley said he talked briefly 


with Secretary of. Agriculture 
Orville Freeman last week and 
would meet with him again this 
week to convince him that "if 
we must reduce cotton produc- 
tion there certainly is a better 
way1 to dp it than by reviving 
the old acreage reserve."

One Allied official said, how- 


ever, that the West Berlin Sen- 
ate "is not as forthcoming with 
information on what it intends 
to do as it might be." 


The Western Allies—the Unit- 


ed States, Britain and France- 
have been the rulers and pro- 
tectors of Communist-surround- 
ed West Berlin since World War 
II. 


They have shown serious mis- 


givings about the deal West 
Berlin's city government made 
on its own with the East Ger- 
man Communists for holiday 
visits across the wall — and 
about the prospect of more such 
bargaining with the Reds. 


The Allied fear is that direct 


West Berlin-East German politi- 
cal negotiations would under- 
mine the status of West Berlin 


and give East Germany some 
actual political recognition.

talks on wall-crossing are pure- 
ly humanitarian and technical 
rather than political.

The East German Commu- 


nists are showing in their prop- 
aganda, however, that they con- 
sider the wall arrangements as 
political and as gaining more of 
the recognition denied them by 
the West. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sec- 


retary of State Dean Rusk said 
today that the chief Western 
Allies will be consulting inten- 
sively in the near future on pos- 
sible new initiatives for agree- 
ment with Russia and German 
and Berlin issues. 


Rusk told a news conference 


that the Western Powers are 
already talking about possible 
moves for trying to keep gate- 
ways in the Berlin Wall open 
for travel between East and 
West Berlin after the Christ- 
mas holiday season. 


Discussing 
1964 prospects, 


Rusk also told questioners that 
he thinks disarmament prob- 
lems are very high on the list 
of priorities for East-West ne- 
gotiations. He expressed hope 
that "some further steps"—be- 
yond the 1963 test-ban treaty- 
could be taken this year in the 
disarmament field.

civil rights group that Arkansas 
has showed no "progress in the

months ago in a report prepared 
by the Arkansas Advisory Com- 
mittee to the Civil Rights Com- 
mission.

Ah yes, a Kaye interview was 


a challenge. But look at him 
now. He's brimming with good- 
will.

"I haven't been this happy in 


years," he says. "I haven't been 
this stimulated in years. All 
kinds of dire things were pre- 
dicted for me if I did a weekly 
television show. It hasn't af- 
fected me physically. It hasn't 
affected 
me emotionally. I've 


never been in better shape. 


"This is the best thing that 


could have happened to me. I 
remember sitting and talking 
with Moss Hart some time be- 
fore he died. He mentioned that 
it was good for a person to take 
his life and shake it up once in 
a while. That's what I needed. 


"I don't mean by shaking up 


my life I would have quit show 
business. But I was at a point 
where I needed some added 
stimulus, some new challenges. 
My career had fallen into a pat- 
tern of sameness; I would make 
an occasional picture, I would 
play some theaters .and some 
night clubs, I would tour for 
UNICEF. I was reaching the 
same audience, and a smaller 
audience."

"Money was the last thing I 


went into television for," he con 
tradicted, showing a glimmer of 
his old form. "As a matter .of 
fact, I am making less money 
now than I could if I worked in 
other fields." 


Kaye explains that his only 


reluctance in entering Television 
was that it would tie him to one 
locale for most of a year. That 
problem is alleviated somewhat 
by his schedule: five weeks on, 
one week off.

ghost from the past has risen to 
haunt Jack Dempsey. Now they 
are claiming he used loaded 
gloves in 1919 when he won the 
world heavyweight boxing title 
from Jess Willard. 


The story is revealed in the 


memoirs of the late Jack (Doc) 
Kearh's1, ~his 'mana'ger" at the 
time, as published Wednesday 
in a copyrighted 
feature 
in 


Sports Illustrated. Dempsey de- 
nied it in the same article. 


Kearns claimed he used plas- 


ter, of paris and water in ban- 
daging Dempsey's hands to in- 
sure a 10-1 bet of $10,000 that 
Dempsey would win it in one 
round. Kearns lost, for due to a 
comedy of errors Dempsey won 
in three rounds. 


Dempsey's ex-manager said 


the fighter was "entirely inno- 
cent of what happened." 


The article quoted Dempsey 


as commenting, "Ridiculous! I 
could take an oath. In fact I 
will. I hope to God I die right 
now, and my wife and children, 
too, if there is any truth in what 
Kearns said." 


Dempsey was out of town and 


couldn't be reached immediate- 
ly for further comment. 


A month ago Benny Marshall 


of-the Birmingham News wrote 
that Dempsey had been doped 
before his first fight with Gene 
Tunney in Philadelphia. At the 
time, Dempsey Said he was not 
sick the day of the fight but ad- 
ded, "a.doctor told me the next 
day, I'd probably been given a 
Mickey. Finn and I 
probably 


was ill for three or four days 
after that." 


In reference to the 1919 bout, 


Willard, now 82, told Sports Il- 
lustrated: 


. "I'm glad that Kearns finally 
was man enough to admit it. 
First time Dempsey hit me, I 
knew the gloves were loaded. 
He knocked me down seven 
times, maybe eight. I don't re- 
call exactly now. But every 
time he hit me, I could feel an- 
other bone or two breaking. I 
got robbed by the king of the 
robbers, I guess we could say. 
That Kearns. As long as f got 
robbed, I'm. glad I got robbed 
by the best man in the country 
at-steah'rig- •;-•:- Nobody -ever 
knocked me out. But I was blind. 
i was dazed from getting clob- 
bered by those chunks of ce- 
ment. My face was all broken, 
and my head was, too."

world." 
Schwengel proposes that Con- 


gress establish a presidential 
commission to study proposals 
for a Kennedy memorial and 
recommend one. This was the 
procedure that, after several 
tries, led to the Lincoln Memo- 
rial.

Kidneys from a monkey, a 


chimpanzee and two baboons 
have been transplanted in four 
humans 
since last 
October. 


Physicians at Tulane Univer- 
sity Charity Hospital in New 
Orleans and Colorado General 
and the V e t e r a n s Adminis- 
tration hospitals in Denver who 
performed the operations have 
said that without the trans- 
plants the four recipients had 
no chance of survival. 


A 
32-year-old woman, who 


was not identified, received the 
first transplant of a primate's 
kidneys—a monkey—last Octo- 
ber at Tulane. She later died of 
the disease that prompted the 
transplant. 


Jefferson Davis, 44, a New 


Orleans dock worker, was be- 
lieved to have been the second 
person to undergo such a trans- 
plant. He received the kidneys 
of a chimpanzee Nov. 5. 


Davis died Monday at Charity 


Hctepitals in New Orleans. 


Dr. Brian McCracken, an in- 


ternist, said the kidneys were 
functioning at the time of death.

Helps Out 
a Factory

A production machine in one 


of Arkansas' larger industries cine £ 
was vibrating too much. Techni- foxes, 
cians could not find the trouble 
spot. 


"Let's try GIT," someone sug- 


gested. 


GIT is The University of Ar- 


kansas' Graduate Institute of 
Technology at Little Rock. It 
has had a' good deal of experi- 
ence in helping state industries 
with technical problems. 


In this case, the industry told 


GIT that the part where the 
machine 
probably 
w a s 
in 


trouble moved so fast that the 
human eye could not detect the 
fault. 


GIT's answer was a strobe 


light, 
similar 
to 
a 
photo- 


grapher's flash (the type which 
doesn't require a new bulb with 
'each shot). A GIT man took the 
light to the industry, showed an 
employe how to use it. Soon, by 
"stopping" or "freezing" t h e 
motion of the part, the trouble 
spot was located and corrected. 


Dr. Willam Stiles, director of 


GIT, stressed that the institute 
is available for any unusual ad- 
vise not available elsewhere in 
the 
state 
to 
industry. GIT 


doesn't want to be in competi- 
tion with private consulting engi- 
neer firms. 


Helping industry is in line with 


the institute's fundamental pur- 
pose — providing graduate edu- 
cation — since research is an 
integral part of the program. 
Stiles said GIT can use its spe- 
cialized equipment both for the 
benefit of industries, and "to 
help teach our students." 


GIT performs one service for 


a Little Rock industry which 
helps still another group — em- 
ployes. A GIT graduate student 
periodically takes breath sam- 
ples of employes working with 
luminous material used on the 
faces of wrist watches, to make 
sure none has been over-expos- 
ed to radioactivity. 


Stiles said GIT gets calls from 


all types of industries, 
from 


utility companys to electronics 
firms. 


Among the services GIT has 


performed a r e such minute 
things as analyzing gas in light 
bulbs and adhesives used in the 
base of a bulb. 


The Institute's work is not con- 


fined to industries. One GIT gra- 
duate student is on the State Po- 
lice payroll. He handles such 
things as matching paint from 
hit-and-run cars, identifying nar- 
cotics and determining if flam- 
able liquids were used in sus- 
pected cases of arson. 


GIT also works with the Ar- 


kansas Water Polution Control 
Commission. 


Realizing the value of the in- 


stitute to industries, many Ar- 
kansas business leaders have 
urged larger appropriations for 
GIT. 


W. S. (Will) Mitchell, presi- 


dent of the Little Rock Chamber 
of Commerce in 1963 said more 
money for the GIT would make 
it attractive to local industries 
in need of research work, and 
might induce new industries to 
locate in Central Arkansas.

preme Court in 1954. 


In 1955 the Supreme Court 


returned the.case to lower fed- 
eral courts 
with 
instructions 


that they enforce with all de- 
liberate speed the 1954 decision 
outlawing 
school 
segregation. 


More litigation followed in fed- 
eral and Virginia state courts. 


The Supreme Court, in an un- 


signed order, said that "in view 
of the long delay in the case" 
since the 1954 decision, and the 
importance 
of the 
questions 


presented, it will hear argu- 
ments March 30 on the case. 


The Supreme Court's order 


noted it was taking this step 
without waiting for final action 
in the case by the U.S. Circuit 
Court. 


Negro parents had petitioned 


the Supreme Court to dispose of 
all issues "in such convenient 
haste" as to give the c o u n t y 
school board time to reopen 
schools next fall. 


Supporting the Negro 
par- 


ents, iiie Justice Department 
in a memorandum to the Su- 
preme Court said, "this case is 
ripe for decision now." 


Ally. Gen. Robert Y. Button 


of Virginia told the 
Supreme 


Court in a brief it should ab- 
stain from action until the U.S. 
Circuit Court in Richmond had 
opportunity to take up the case 
again and rule on it in the light 
of a Virginia Supreme Court 
decision Dec. 2, 1962 that the 
state has no legal obligation to 
operate free public schools in 
Prince Edward.

WASHINGTON (AP)-"I find 


t very hard to live with the 
shame. They will not hire me. 


can't enter the college of my 


choice." 


With words such as these, 


many former enlisted men pe- 
itioned the Navy to let them 
escape from the shadow of un- 
lesirable, bad conduct and dis- 
lonorable discharges. 


Now, 
the Navy is using these 


words to drive home an object 
esson — to impress on young 
sailors "the handicaps and con- 
sequences" of receiving less 
than honorable discharges. 


"Many young enlisted men 


are under the erroneous impres- 
sion that a less than honorable 
discharge 
will 
not 
penalize 


ihem as civilians," said a no- 
tice being circulated to all ships 
and shore stations. 


To dispel that impression, the 


Navy Bureau of Personnel has 
selected remorseful q u o t e s 
from petitions asking a change 
to honorable discharge. 


Withdut identifying the writ- 


ers, the Navy is making sure 
the quotes are shown to sailors 
throughout the fleet—and that 
they realize none of the peti- 
tions quoted were granted. 


Since 1959, officials said, unde- 


sirable, bad conduct and dis- 
honorable discharges from the 
Navy have been running at the 
rate of about 3,600 a year.

GRAND RAPIDS, Mich. (AP) 


—Sen. Barry Goldwater, key- 
noting his bid for the White 
House, 
has 
called 
President 


Johnson a New Dealer who 
talks like a conservative and 
faces the liability of programs 
inherited from President John 
F. Kennedy. 


"I am going to do everything 


in my power to return the presi- 
dency of the United States to 
the principles which have made 
this nation great and which can 
make it greater," the Arizona 
senator declared Monday night 
in his first address as a candi- 
date for the Republican presi- 
dential nomination. 


Goldwater said he thinks he 


already has some 500 of the 655 
delegate votes it would take to 
win him top spot on the GOP 
ticket at the San Francisco con- 
vention next July. 


Goldwater 
made his 
first 


campaign speech at a $100-a- 
plate fund-raising dinner which 
originally was scheduled Nov. 
23, the day after President Ken- 
nedy was assassinated in Dal- 
las, Tex. 


He got a polite reception in a 


half-empty hall. Local Republi- 
cans explained they admitted 
only 
party 
contributors who 


bought tickets. They said 879 
were sold. 


Goldwater said he respects 


President Johnson but consid- 
ers him "first of all today a 
leader bound by the commit- 
ments of his party. And in that 
role I shall and do oppose him 
with all the support I can gath- 
er. For his party is wrong. 


The President will expound 


on his inheritance 
from 
his 


predecessor's 
administration," 


Goldwater said. "These inherit- 
ed proposals he must not and 
he cannot reiect—or even ma- 
terially revise. 


"These cannot be l i s t e d 


among President Johnson's as- 
sets," Goldwater said. "They 
are his liabilities." 


The 
Arizona 
conservative 


said Johnson himself "knows 
that Republican ways are the 
ways to inspire Americans to- 
day. 


"Even while he tells his staff 


that he is, frankly, a Roosevelt 
New Dealer, he tries to sell the 
public on the idea that he is a 
conservative." 


Goldwater, who toclsy launch- 


es his campaign in New Hamp- 
shire, says "our opponent is the 
Democratic regime now in pow 
er. I do not believe in infra- 
party blood-letting."
